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1, <A meetine of the Rangoon District People's Volunteer Crganigation (PVO) 
leaders was held in Thetkala, 22 miles south southeast of Pegu .nd the 
Headquarters of the Lower Burma PVO on 1 July 1950, Rangoon District 
PYO leaders present were:

2, The meeting discussed Bo LA YAUNG's activities in Rangoon in th: matter of 
a PVO rapprochement with the Coverrment and decided that any Revigoon 
District organization of the PVO raised by Bo LA YAUNG should: 
(a) Be led by ex-detem or ex-underground PVO leaders only. 
(b) Accept Marxism as its political creed, 


(e) Work in harmony with and render all support to the underground 
Rangoon District PVO,* 


3. On 2 July 1950, Bo NYUNT MAUNG, accompanied by Bo HLA MOE, Bo YS KHIN and 
Bo OHN PE left Thetkala for Mamauk (30 miles southeast of Pegu), to meet 
leaders of the Lower Burma Headquarters of the BCP and to furnish to them 
reasons for the increased defection of Lower Purma and Rangoon ‘Mstrict 
PVO's to +he Government. It was decided that the party should iater visit 


Daik-U to encourage supnort for the People's Democratic Front (PDF) and to 
resist any attempts 7: the part of the Government to induce ther to desert. 
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Po NYUNT MATIC ig renuted to be discouraged over the increasing numbers of 
PYO desertions in Lower Burma to the Government camp and also because of 
the prevailing dissension among PVO leaders in lower Burma. He is also 
revorted to be preparinr to return to Central Burma and has already made 
provisional arrangements to leave Bo HLA MOE and Bo YE KHIN in charge of 
the Lover Burma PVO, These are regarded by him as the most trus?worthy 
BVO eeders in lower Burma who are sunnorting the PDF. 


* [RRR Corment.. These resolutions defy explanation unless they are in- 
tended as voints for necctistion oetween the vntergrouré Hangoon District. 
PVO led by Bo NYUNT MAUNG on the one hand and Bo LA YAUNG on ihe other, 
If the latter is anxious to extablish himself es the foremost leader of 
the PVO and to ingratiate himself with the Government as beine the 
individual chiefly instrumental in attracting the PVO once meve into the 
APPL fold, the considerrtions implicit 1n the three points enumerated 
are not likely to prove mich of a stumbsitg block to him, It is equally 
possible that. these negotiations are designed as an opportunity for the 
BCP penetration of the PVO led by Bo LA YAUNG. The record of Bo NYUNT 
MAUNG, who ig concurrently the leader of the Lover Burma PVO and of the 
undargrovnd Rangoon DMstrict PVO, leaves little doubt that he is a very 
cicse BCP sympathizer, if not an under-cover member of that perty . 
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
